The pastoral outlook is the best for several winters although some western and 
south-western districts are dry. Stock values are firm duc to the strong demand 
for sheep for breeding, lamb raising and wool growing. 


The Government has akked for the marketing of greater numbers of sheep than 
usual in the winter period. It is desired to spread supplies more evenly and 
case the burden of providing transport and slaughtering in the peak spring and 
summer period. & Livestock Production Committce, representative of all 
intercsts in the industry, has been appointed to assist the Mcat Controller. 

The wholesale price for fat lamb carcascs (to 36 1b.) has been inereased from 8d. 
to 84d. per lb, 


The wool appraisement yoar has ended. Throughout Australian retention money 
(£35,124,556) plus an cqualisation payment of 11.188% will be paid to growers on 
50th July to bring the overall rcturn up to contract rates. The appraised value 
of the Australian wool clip in 1942-43 was £66.65 m, and the equalisation payment 
of £6,874,000 brings the total return to £73.5 m. compared with £12 m, in 1938/39.

DATRY INDUSTRIES. 


The subsidy for the dairy industry has been increased as from 1st April, 1943 
to £6,500,000 pea, Prior to ist April a subsidy of 6/8 per owt. on butter and 
4/~ per owt. on cheese was payable on production since July ist, 1942. The new 
rates of subsidy from April, ist are estimated at 30/4 per owt. (34d. Ib.) on 
butter and 14/2 per cvwt. on cheese. The subsidy applics to milk used in the 
manufacture of particular classes of condensed and powdered milk as well as to 
milk used in butter and cheese production. To erate arise in land values, 
sales of dairy land are subject to the Treasurer's approval. 


The Arbitration Court has submitted to the parties a draft award for dairy 
farm workers. Hours are limited to 56 weckly plus paid overtime. Two weeks 
annual holiday on full pay is provided. Rates of wage vary from E4/16/- for 
male shed hand over 20 years to £6/1/— for leading hands. Wages proposed for 
women over 20 years are 2/3 male rate, Keep may be deductcd from above at 
25/— pewe for males and 20/~ pew. for fcmales,

war expenditure in 1942-43 was estimated in February, 1945 at £112 m. The total 
Commonwealth expenditure is expected to exceed £670m, All these amounts are 
exclusive of income tax payable to State Governments (£27.17 m.) 


Compared with the previous year, war (1939~) expenditure has increased by about

financial year 1942-43 was £253 m. and in the second half, £307 m. Non-war

The Commonwealth Parliament has been dissolved and general elections will be 
neld on 2ist August, 1943.

at a meeting of the Clothing Trade (Menpower) Advisory Committee in Melbourne 
it was decided to ask, former employees to return to the industry. A diversion 
from less essential’ to high priority apparel was suggested along with increased 
overtime.
